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Town Stays Republican; 


/astounding plurality of 1885 votes 


Liquor 


Joy for the Republican party and 
grief for the board of selectmen 
was the result of Andover’s heavy 
88.8 percent vote on Tuesday. Right 
down through the ticket the town 
went Republican, but on the license 
question there was an unusual di- 
vision that means plenty of trouble 
for the selectmen as licensing 
authorities. South Lawrence as 
usual defeated the two local can- 
didates for representative. 

The town by a 190 vote margin 
defeated hard liquor for consump- 
tion on the premises, thus throwing 
out eight licenses. Then by an 80 
vote margin it approved soft drinks 
for sale on the premises and by the 


gave an emphatic Okay to package 
stores for all beverages. 

Town officials scratched their 
heads at 12:30 Tuesday night as 
this final result came in. For a 


while no one seemed to know just 
what it would mean, but yesterday 
morning it was pretty much 
straightened out. Hard liquor 
license losers are: Town rrille, 
Country Club, Shawsheen Manor, 
Howard Johnson’s, Gloria Lunch 


Jack’s Place, Hoffman's, and Louis 
Scanlon’s. The town’s quota now is 
11 licenses, not including package 
stores for beer bottled goods or 
club licenses. At present there are 
five places with beer licenses: Jim 
Heifetz (Essex street), Perkins, 
Fred Wallace (Lakeside), Balmoral 
Spa and Andover Lunch. Renewals 
of licenses have preference over 
new applicants, so that would leave 
six more in the quota. However the

hard liquor package stores are in- 
cluded in the quota, and there are 
three of these: Cordial Shop, 
Shawsheen Market, Jack Driscoll’s 
This then leaves three licenses in 
the quota to be fought over, and 
the selectmen will be the goats. 

Of the eight de-licensed places, 
the Country Club will get its beer 
license as a club outside the quota. 
This leaves seven hard-liquor places 
looking for the three soft-liquor 
licenses. There is a possibility that 
one or more of the present beer 
licensees may be willing to transfer 
his license to one of the present 
hard liquor places. : 

Precincts 2, 3, and 4 went wet on 
all three questions, but the over- 
whelming majority against hard 
liquor on the premises in precincts 
6 and 1 brought defeat. 

Two years ago on question 1, pre- 
cinct 1 was “No” by 70 votes, this 
year “No” by 257 votes. This pre- 
cinet came in last, and it wiped out 
the “Yes” margin of 67 votes pre- 
vailing at that time. Other com- 
parative votes were: Precinct 2, 
1936, Yes by 252; 1938, Yes by 104; 
precinct 3, 1936, Yes by 250; 1938, 
Yes by 177; precinct 4, 1986, Yes 
by 56; 1937, Yes by 17; precinct 5, 
1936, Yes by 36; 19388, No by 19; 
precinct 6, 1936, No by 77; 1938, No 
by 212. 

Both horse and dog-race betting 
were beaten here. The town gave a 
substantial majority for biennial 
sessions, and the close vote on the 
taxicab stand question proved that 
nobody knew what it was all about 
anyway.

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What Have 
We Got Now? 

It’s hard to evaluate at present 
just what the effect will be of the 
unusual vote cast for license here in 
Andover, As near as can be de- 
termined, possibly four local estab- 
lishments now selling hard liquors 
for consumption on the premises 
will be out on January first, while 
three of them will be transferred 
on that date to beer and light wine 
licenses. The board of selectmen 
will receive much criticism from 
friends of the de-licensed men 
when they award the licenses, but 
everyone in Andover knows our 
board well enough to realize that 
there will be only one considera- 
tion in their mind: the town’s best 
interest. The licenses will of 
course go to the best three of the 


seven who will lose their hard 
liquor licenses. 
But the problem isn’t solved, 


Stopping these places from selling 
hard liquors does not provide the 
solution, for drunkenness and other 
unpleasantnesses existed in the 
days of the old 3.2 licenses just as 
they do today. A few glasses of beer, 
and a man is as bad as if he had 
a couple of swigs of whiskey—and 
he doesn’t have to spend any more 
money for it, either. 

No, the difficulty has not been 
done away with. True, the select- 
men will have an opportunity to 
dispense with some of the less de- 
sirable places, but there will still 
be some here in town which have 
not been too good in the past.
